This species
swept from its native habitat in
Montana and the Northwest gon-
erally, clear down through the
wheat states as far South as
Texas, devouring every growing
thing in its path,

“The annual cost to the world

at large of loeust plagues s
about $100.000.000. Last year

2.000 acres in British Columbia
was stripped and in the Orien-,
South Africa, the Levant, and
South America these insects des-
cend on crops with deadly regu-
larity. The great value of the
expeditions fostered by the Acad-
emy is that they place at the
disposal of agricultural stations
in !thi§s ecountry -and elsewhere
definite imformation  of the
kabits, geographical preference,
and data on the conditions which
favor their development.

In the building of the Academy
of Science here there are approx
imately four hundred thousand
speceimens of locusts, represent-
ing 40,000 separate and distinct
species, the largest ecollection in
the world.

GOST OF LIVING UP
20,000 PERGENT
INAUSTRIA

(By Associated Press)

Vienna, Oct. 23.—It is estima*
ed that the cost of living in
Austria has increased over 20..
000 pereent sinee January  of
this year.

Fach monthly index number,
on which all government salarv-
les as well as agreements be-
tween employes and employed
are based. has mounted steadilx.
until this month government ew:
ployes receive salaries equal to
156 times the amount paid in
March of 1921. This and oth-
er government outlay has been
met largely by the printing press.

until’ the eurrent statement of
the . Austro-Hungarian Bank
shows a total note cireulation

of mearly two thousand billionz
of kronen. One week’s increass
alone was 180,000.000,000.
Within the last month striet
government control over  all
dealings in foreign exchange has

raised the krone from about
82000 to 74.000 to the dollar.

But despite this there has been
ne appreeciable check in rising
prices. It is claimed. for ekam
ple, that flour, margerine, beef,
fats, coffee, clothing, shoes and
fuel are above world parity.

The government and private
interests recently initiated a
fight against the index numer
system. An amendment to thc
statute was brought in by which
the government will pay only
one-half of any future Inerease,
while private employvers served
notice they would not meet it.
but would negotiate the basis of
increase with the unions Or-
canized labor of every kind rose
as a man, and more than half a
dozen unions are still on strike.

The unions eclaim that the in-
dex system is not a cause of in
creased prices, but a thermome-
ter, and that the basic fault is
lack of control over profiteering
I necessities.

HAMBURG'S POOR MAY
GET GEIVEHMJENTM

(By Associated Press)

Hamburg, Oct. 21—Two hun-
dred and eighty million marks
are required to help the poor of
Hamburg ecity and state through
the winter, acecording td an esti-
mate of the public welfare office
whiech has been submitted to the
state senate.

This sum would include the fol-
lowing provisions: 100.000,¢00
for general welfare  activities,
20,000,000 for war sufferers, 50,-
000,000 for fuel for th¢ needy,
10,000,000 for clothing and shoes,
25,000,000 for reducing the pric-s
of milk, 40,000,000 for lowering
the cost of foodstuffs, 30,000.-
000 for the establishment and con-
duect of school-childrens’ feeding,
and 5,000,000 foryaiding aged
persons and limited wage-earners,
The likely sburces of these
funds have not yet been speci-
fied, although large contributioas
are expected from the centra
government.
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
